"Of courv se, a tru e citizen , the high 
type of citizen will be patriotic. 
That 
is he will be tru e to the prin ciple« an d 
purposes of his gov ern men t, an d n lan d 
read y to man ifest his sin ceriiy w'hen 
called upon . 
He n eed n ot be bombas­ 
tic, n or forev er brag about his coun ­ 
try, he n eed n ot always shout him­ 
self hoarse when ev er America is men ­ 
tion ed , he n eed n ot d efame other n a­ 
tion s to uphold his own —but he n hould 
man ifetit, with whole-souled d ev otion , 
d uch ev id en ce of his kn owled ge of her 
history, such faith in her purpose, a 
read in ess to suffer or d ie for her, that 
may n ot be misun d erstood , an d which 
shall be in harmon y with the d eman d 
of the hour. 
“This is <“losely allied to a n econ d 
characteriiitic of a true citizen - which 
is loyalty. 
He must be loyal.
